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Definite Policy of Immigration for 
Canadian National Railways 


W HEN, a little more than a 
year ago, Sir Henry W. 
Thornton, K. B. E., was 
chosen to head the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways, 
one of his first 

The organiza¬ 
tion of a depart- Ur. "W. 

ment to look after colonization and 
development was entrusted by Sir 
Henry to Mr. W. D. Robb, Vice- 
President, and Mr. Robb at once 
proceeded to build up the necessary 
organization to look after this most 
important national w’ork. Investi¬ 
gations, conferences and careful 
planning gradually brought into 
being an effective department, the 
effort of the year culminating in 
the engagement of Dr. W. J. Black., 
Deputy Minister of Immigration j 
and Colonization in the Federal! 
Government, as Manager of the! 
Colonization and Development De- j 
parturient of the Canadian National 
Railways, with headquarters in 
London. England. That was early 
in the Fall of 1923. Dr. Black pro¬ 
ceeded at once to Great Britain, 
where he spent some weeks carry¬ 
ing out a series of investigations. 
These completed, he returned to 
Canada and a general conference 
of all officers of the department 
was called and a definite plan of 
colonization and development was 
drawn un and announced. This 
was the first definite announcement 
on immigration to be announced 
in Canada. 

Dr. Black’s Career 
In engaging Dr. Black, the Can¬ 
adian National Railways secured 
an officer who is probably better 
acquainted with the immigration 
needs of Canada, and the best 
methods of remedying those needs, 
than any other man in the coun¬ 
try. All his life he has been con¬ 
nected with the argricultural in¬ 
dustry and has run the gauntlet of 
all its intricate phases. He was 
born and brought up on a farm in 
Dufferin County, Ontario, and in 
1902 graduated from the Ontario 
Agricultural College with a To¬ 
ronto University degree. At his 
graduation he was appointed edi¬ 
tor of the “Farmers’ Advocate,” 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, and he held 
-his post for two years. In 1905 
he joined the Government of Mani¬ 
toba as Deputy Minister of Agri¬ 
culture, a post which he left the 
following year to became President 
of the Manitoba Agricultural Col¬ 
lege. He remained in this import¬ 
ant position until 1916, when he be¬ 
came Commissioner of Agriculture 
for Canada. At the conclusion qf 
the Great War in 1918, Dr. Black 
was appointed Chairman of the 
Soldiers’ Settlement Board of Can¬ 
ada, a position he held until his 
appointment, in 1921, as Deputy 
Minister of Immigration and 
Colonization for Canada.

actively. The thorough character 
of the policy can be judged from a 
recapitulation of the seven pi’in- 
ciples, which arc as follows: 

X To influence the immigration 
and satisfactory settlement in 
Canada of the largest possible 
number of people of productive 
capacity that the country .ran 
absorb and. assimilate. 

2—To contribute to the dissert .na¬ 
tion of information concern¬ 
ing the vast and extensive na¬ 
tural resources of the Domin¬ 
ion and the widespread oppor¬ 
tunities f 07 * industrial develop¬ 
ment, so that capital may be 
attracted from other countries 
and invested where enterprises 
will be legitimately rewarded. 

g—To promote the land settle¬ 
ment of new Canadians under 
conditions that will ensure the 
maximum possibility of suc¬ 
cess in their farming opera¬ 
tions, and enable them to en¬ 
joy such social and religious 
institutions as are necessary to 
individual happiness and con¬ 
tentment. 

4— To encourage improvement in 
agriculture, that more diversi¬ 
fied methods may be employed 
in farming, and that crop, 
livestock, and dairy production 
may be increased in accord¬ 
ance with market demands and 
prospects. 

5— To assist by organized effort 
in the immigration of young 
people of desirable type and 
character, especially from 
Great Britain, and in their 
placement in respectable rural 
homes where they may become 
qualified to participate in con¬ 
structive activities and acquire 
citizenship of distinct value to 
Canada. 

0 To aid in the development of 
new opportunities for service 
and to facilitate every effective 
means of selecting immigrants 
physically fit and anxious for 
work. 

1 —To co-operate with the Federal 
and Provincial Governments 
and business organizations 
throughout the Dominion in 
promoting all measures calcu¬ 
lated to contribute toward an 
increase in immigration of 
adaptable people, and in their 
settlement under the£ most 
favorable conditions possible.

Stacey’s declaration, ‘ according to 
the newspapers, was to the following 
effect’—“That not only would three 
thousand Germans be welcome, but 
that thirty thousand would be corres¬ 
pondingly more so. And ended with 
hte question “Where would the west 
be today without the German farmer? 

The meetnig was unanimous in the 
opinion that j not ■ only were German 
cettlers not welcome, but that utter¬ 
ances of the nature of that made by 
Secretary Stacey should be visited by 
the immediate* resentment of the Can¬ 
adian public and in particular by that 
of all organization? of returned men 
expressed in most positive terms, 
through the prdssjLgnd. to the offend¬ 
er in person. , 

The memb ers of the Chauvin 
Branch of the gTvV’V. A. feel that the 
memory of German perfidy, brutality, 
and violation of all principles of hu¬ 
manity and rules..of civilized warfare 
Is too fresh in our minds, and that the 
sincerity of German willingness to 
keep the peace among nation? is at 
present too open to question, and too 


much of a menace to the world at 
large for the people of Canada to go 
the length of encouraging huge set¬ 
tlements of these people in our midst.

Creamery butter production in Sas¬ 
katchewan passed the 10,000,000 pound 
mark for tht first time, according to 
the November returns. The produc¬ 
tion for that month was 444,344 
pounds, making the octput Since Jan. 
1, 1923. 10,121,702 pounds, an inertase 
of 1,551,795 pounds or 18.1 per cent 
over the corresponding period of 1922. 
The greatest increases in production 
occurred in the central and northern 
sections of the province.

Canadian prairies into three dis¬ 
tinct provinces was a wise step in the 
first instance. And as development 
grows, the wisdom will become more 
npporent. 


a lesser degree, mixed farming and 
lumbering. Her farmers have more 
interests in the transportation ques¬ 
tions. because to a greater degree 
their very profit depends upon its 
prompt solution. 


Editorial Comment 


That the three prairie provinces of 
Canada should be welded into one 
large province, with one central gov¬ 
ernment, was suggested by a promin¬ 
ent official of the orgaanized body of 
lumbermen recently. 


Alberta has quite a different set of 
interests from her sisters to the east. 
Mixed farming rather than straight 
wheat raising is her practise. She 
has immense lumbering interests, and 
the coal fields of Canada within her 
boundary. Alberta is logically the 
manufacturing province of the west— 
though we have scarcely begun to 
think of her as such. 


The three provinces, whilst having 
many problems in common, are devel¬ 
oping essentially different problems in 
their growth. The problems of Man¬ 
itoba are not those of Saskatchewan, 
while those of Saskatchewan have es¬ 
sential differences from Alberta’s. 


At first sight there is much to com¬ 
mend this idea. First it should stand 
for greater economy of government 
and administration. Second, it should 
stand for uniform provincial laws. 
Third, it should tend to establish uni¬ 
formity of commercial practises.

Manitoba has at present the key 
position. Winnipeg is to a large ex¬ 
tent the commercial capital c£ the 
three provinces. Whilst her farmers, 
with earlier harvests and shorter rail 
haul, have little interest in the prob¬ 
lems of the two sister provinces on 
their west. 


Manitoba because of her economic 
grip of the west might well favor 
amalgation of the 'TTfree-- provinces. 
Alberta because of her proximity to 
the coast province would be equally 
■justified in opposing amolgation. 
Whilst the attitude of Saskatchewan 
might be forcasted as being in favor 
of home mile—for home rule’s sake.

At the recent Municipal Convention 
held in Edmonton, the following were 
the chief resolutions dealth with— 
Branch railways extensions. Collec¬ 
tions of-hospital accounts from resi¬ 
dents, Minimum tax on all residents 
not otheryise taxable, (carried), Poll- 
tax. A proposed health tax, A pro¬ 
posed home for Indigents and infirm 
to be built and maintained by the 
Province, (Grant for Healts nurses. 
Further power for weed inspectors. 
Further provision under the Domestic 
Animal’s Act for appraising damages, 
(Carried). That all Municipalities 
collect all school taxes, That lands 
unde Education tax be assessed to 
support neighboring schools. That 
lease lands be assessed 2 cents per 
acre for Mcnicipal purposes, That 
the Province execute all surveys or 
refrain from publishing crop reports 
other than those issued by the De- 
That the Federal Government wave 
priority in the way of seed grain liens 
and accept a pro-ratio with ofiher 
creditors’ (Carried). 

That Councillors be remunerated for 
work done by them in cases of emerg¬ 
ency . |Carried). That Municipal Dis¬ 
tricts be not compelled to comply 
with Workmen’s Compensation Act. 
but that this be optional. (Carried)’ 
That Alberta and British Columbia 
take up the matter of the wheat haul 
to the West and if necessary build 
railyays connecting Vancouver and 
Prince Rupert with Edmonton and 
Calgary. (Carried). 

As the Eastern Provinces absolutely 
refuse to assist in making agricul¬ 
ture in the West a success, this con¬ 
vention favours more intimate trade 
relations with Great Britain. B’ C., 
and the Western States and that 
farmers be urged to purchase British 
made goods. (Carried).

With materials and Labor two to 
three times as high as in 1914, it 
would be foir to assume that equip¬ 
ment made out of those elements 
should cost the farmer twice what he 
paid in 1924. While some machines 
are selling at such prices, the aver¬ 
age of all farm machines is much low¬ 
er. Keep in mind, too. that farm 
machines have been substantially 
improved in durability and efficitncy, 
and are not comparable wijth 1914 
models. High materials and labor 
prices are the natural result of pre¬ 
sent industrial expansion, following 
on the heels of the war. 

The building industry, railroad con¬ 
struction and rt-equipment, high-way 
roads, bridges, (all long delayed), and 
the tremendous rise in the automobile 
industry, are requiring vast quantities 
of steel, iron, lumber and labor—the 
same factors that enter into farm 


the International Harvester Co. alone 
are many millions of dollars which 
have followed the millions of dollars 
war losses, and while a knowledge of 
this situation will unfortunately not 
increase the prilce of wheat, it will 
prove to the farmer that the farm im¬ 
plement manufacturers are not mak¬ 
ing money at hi s expense but just 
trying to carry on until the farmers 
position has in some way improved 
so he can afford to buy machinery at 
a price that will be satisfactory to all. 

Even at the present prices farm im¬ 
plements are the cheapest per pound 
of any thing the farmer buys. A 7 foo 
binder F.O.B. Saskatoon retail 1923 
price was $271 or 15 cents a lb. and 
the cheapest car on the market was 
40c a lb at the same time a 7 foot 
binder at 40c a lb would be $724. 
Compare a binder at 15c h lb with any 
other metal or wood article the farm-

or buys: for instance—a lawn mower

24c a lb. a bicycle $1.57 a lb, coal 
IT^c a lb, gasoline stove 37c 
a lb, kitchen range 18c lb, washing

The above are Winnipeg prices and 
may be much higher here, but this 
will show the farmer that farm im¬ 
plements are still cheap compared 
to other equipments, and as over 80 
per cent of the price of farm imple¬ 
ments is wages, the former will read¬ 
ily see that implement manufactures 
are in the same fix as he is and the 
only reason that they are able to stay 
in business is by having something to 
sell during all seasons, and the farm¬ 
ers who are gradually diversifying 
their output are succeeding much 
better than those who are raising 
alone. 

We hope the above evidence which 
we have compiled from authentic 
facts and figures will be of some in¬ 
formation to the farmers who are in¬ 
terested in the purchase of new farm 
equipment. ,
